NtAOAHA Falls, June 22. —About the 
last .of this month Carlisle D. Graham, 
tlie hero of several trips through the 
whirlpool rapids, will go over the 
Hor.ieshoe Falls, which runs over a 
UOO-foot precipice, wilfi what little pro- 
tection his new barrel life bout can af- 
tori. The barrel boat is designed for u 
life boat, and its inveutot says It is en- 
tirely diflferent, except in name, from 
the craft in which ho went through the 
Whirlpool and Devils Rapids. It i.s 
eleven feet long and forty inches in dia- 
meter, olid looks alittlo like a torpedo 
with a turret amidships, and boa side 
wheels and other applinnces of u small 
dying tnachino for aquatic use. The 
craft is cylinder iu shape, and has three 
compartments, each of which in water- 
tigiit. The centre compartment 
is forty-three inches long und 
foity inches in diameter. Two 
persons could be squeezed into it on a 
pinch, but to work the side wheels and 
steering aiip.iralus hiitisfactorily thuru 
is hardly room for one person. Kach of 
the other two conipartmenls will easily 
eiiiry two persons. I'he craft is strong- 
ly' built of wcll se.isoued old; uud cedur 
staves, and is bunml with twenty-four 
iron b.xmlb. In slill water if wouW be 
as good as any oriiiiiiiry boat, except for 
the lack of deck hp.ice. It can bo pro- 
pelled by sidewheels frum tho iiuide, 
ami the miichinery is so arranged that 
it IB reversible. The bout is HUtliciunlly 
strong to withstand the ordinary ahookii 
ol » rough voyage, but il is extremely 
doubtful if it can escape being dashed 
to pieces either on the rocks :at tho fodf 
of the falls or elsewhere in the gorge;.

TTTE BEHiilNGS SEA SErZUUKS 

Very little accnis to be known in the 
Uuiled Statoa with vespect to the seiz- 
ures made by order of its government 
iu Bohring Sea. We ;,'atlier Ironi an 
article in Harper's Weekly of the l.'itli 
instant, that it is generally " believed 
that the only seizures of ISritish vessels 
in that sea were made in tlie summer of 
IS86, and that the vessels and other 
inoperty were afteiwai'ils released. 
This is only a iiart and a small jiart of 
lho truth. Ill the siiiiiiiier of llS.SC) the 
I'nited States revenue eiitter Corwin 
seized three jiritisli sealing vessels. 
,Somu months afterwards the vessels 
wore, by order of the government, re- 
leased, but the seal-skins foiinil in them 
wore coiitisentcd, ami not returned, 
neither wert> the arms and ibe rest of 
their ontlit. All that the owners of [ 
the ve^ssels could gel wore tlio stripped 
uiid beached vessels. Ah it would cost 
more to gut the vesaelsofV, to refit them 
and to biing.them to Victoria than they 
v.eie worth" the'^owhorn loft thotJi where 
they were. 

Now it must strike every honest man, 
whether he is Ibilisli or American, if 
t!ie Heizurea were. illegal not only should 
the vc8sel« bo returned to their owners, 
lull also all lliey oonlaiiieil at the time 
they were taken possension of by the 
I'niled .States authorities. It is eipially 
(•[ear that the ow ners, oflioars and crews 
were entitled to compen.sation. Tlie lu- 
leasoof the vessoto, as wo have se(!ii, 
wad in no sense u reparation for the in 
jury done to the owners of the vessels. 

lu ISH7 si\ ves.sels sailing iiiulcr the 
Ihitisb tlag were selzeil by Uiiiterl .States 
i ruiaerH on the "high sens" in that part of 
the Pacilic Ocean llial goes by the name 
I '.ehring Sea. There was no mockery of 
lolea-sing the vessels taken during 
that season. Tliey iiiid all tliat they 
contained were confiscated, and their 
ollicers and ciews had lo get home 
as best lliey could. These six vessels 
wore sold by the United Stales 
authorities at I'ort Townsend 11 few 
mouths ago. That the Government 
of the United istates believed iliat 
these sciKiircs were illegal may be in 
ferred from ibe tact that next year. l.S.S.S, 
no seizures weri' made in lleliring .Sea, 
and so far this year no Uritisli ship luu 
li.Tii molested,

When Mr. Charles I'ai.deii. i)i-o[iriolor 
of tlio hotel at Victoria gardens, went 
out to bis stables yesterday morning, lie 
was startled, and just a little bit terri- 
tieil, by the sight of a hutnaii body 
ilaiigiiiig from one of tin' licaiiis. Thf 
body he iiicognized al once as heiiiu llmi 
of 11 Chinaman calling himsilf Aii 
Kee, who bad been in his cm|iloy for a 
eoit|i!e of weeks. Life bad lieeii ex- 
tinct lor some time, as the bo.ly was 
.[iiile cold and slilf. Sitnuminiiiy assist- 
ance, .Mr. I'agdeii soon had it cut .lowii. 
and shortly afterwards the provinciiil 
police,\who had been notified, arrived 
and took it into their cliarge. An in- 
ipiest was liold at eleven o'clock by 
I 'oroiier ,Inckson and a jury, who, after 
viewing the body and heaving the iinini- 
portant ovidenoo that was lo be ob- 
tained in regard to tho finding of the 
corpse, returned a verdict of suicide. 

Snicide it very evidently waa, aa tlm 
position of several ai tii'h'S in the staMo 
sh.nved lis plainly as eir.aini^tantinl ovi-

•stable, to which the dead Chinaman lia.l 
access.
